UNISON is calling on 
the government to fund councils and schools properly 
to end the scandal of poverty pay and give you a long 
overdue pay rise - now. 


We are telling NJC employers that they need to pay the 
real Living Wage of £8.45 (£9.75 in London) for people 
on the lowest pay rate and for a 5% increase from 

1 April 2018 for all staff. 


The government needs to listen and stop slashing 
budgets. Council funds have been cut by at least 40% 
since 2010, making it impossible to maintain services or 
pay staff fairly. 


Fair pay now is a reasonable request. You and your 
family have lost money in real terms since 2010. Let’s 
get women the pay rise they deserve.
